Denver on Sunday. 

A stranger walking through 
the streets of Denver, on a Sab- 
bath morning, and seeing so 
many people out driving through 
the Btreets of the city, and the 
long trains filled with excursion- 
ists leaving the depot, he would 
come to the conclusion that the 
people here did not have much 
respect for the Sabbath. The 
large majority of the people of 
thia city are not church goers. 
There are in the city of Denver 
four hundred saloons, which are 
open on Sunday and every in- 
ducement is held out to draw 
men to frequeut those places. 
There are also many earnest and 
true Christian men and women 
here who toil for the Master. 
One of these has recently gone 
to his reward, Mr. Crane. On 
the death of his wife, he came 
here with poor health and large 
wealth which he devoted to the 
instructing of the very poorest of 
the poor. Thirteen years ago 
last April, he organized the 
Railroad Mission Sabbath School. 
For thirteen years, although he 
bad reached the age ot eighty 
years, be never tailed to be pres- 
ent at the mission. That school 
has grown to be one of the largest 
in the city. Many of tbe child- 
ren rescued from lives of ignor- 
ance and vice have gone out n- 
Christian workers. Others have 
gone to tbe bouse of many man- 
sions. 

The sixth Annual Convention 
of the Colorado Sunday School 
Associat cm was recently held at 
Colorado springs. Three hun- 
dred delegates were present. 
Seventy-five new schools have 
been organized during the year. 
The number of children in school 
are estimated at twenty- five 
thousand.
